CAIRO, Jan. 26 (R) ~ Egypt has set Feb. 1 5 as the date for the 
start of frill normalisation of relations with Israel, Prime Minister 
Mustapha Khalil said today. Confirming a report to this effect in 
the weekly magazine October, he told Reuters President Anwar 
Sadat would explain the move in a speech on Monday. Dr. Khalil 
also confirmed this meant negotiations on such issues as flights 
between the two countries and trade and cultural relations could 
begin from mid-February. Israel is anxious for an early start to 
these talks although under their peace treaty either side could 
have waited another six months before beginning them.

Egypt and Israel.

Islamic aides expand agenda 
to include Palestinian rights 


ISLAMABAD, Jan. 26 (R) - An 
emergency Islamic foreign minis- 
ters meeting called to discuss 
Soviet military intervention in 
Afghanistan is expected to widen 
its agenda to include Palestinian 
rights and external pressure on 
Islamic countries, conference 
- sources said today. 

The expanded provisional 
agenda emerged from a session of 
officials from more than 30 mem- 
bers of the Islamic Conference 
Organisation (ICOl which will 
attend the ministerial gathering, 
starting tomorrow. 

It was not yet dear whether the 
Soviet-backed government is 
Muslim Afghanistan would take 
pan. A Kabul Radio broadcast 
yesterday said it would not 
because Afghanistan considered 
the gathering an interference in its 
internal affairs. But a subsequent 
broadcast monitored in London 
said Foreign Minister Shah 
Mohammad Dost might go to put 
the record straight. 

The conference sources said 
that an Islamic boycott of the 1980 
Moscow Olympic Games would 
probably also be raised during the 
conference. Saudi Arabia, which 
has taken the lead in Arab oppos- 
ition to the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan late last month, was 
the first country to announce it 
would boycott the Moscow 
Games. 

Tomorrow's ministerial meet- 
ing was called by Bangladesh soon 
after Soviet forces moved in large 
numbers into Afghanistan, an 
ICO member. 

The conference sources said 
today Saudi Arabia would call on 
all Islamic states to cut diplomatic 
.and other relations with Afghanis- 
tan. 

Other Saudi proposals included 
the rejection of Afghanistan from 
all Islamic organisation and milit- 
ary and financial aid for the rebel 
groups fighting to topple the 
Kabul government and to expel 
Soviet troops. It would also call for 
a boycott of the Olympics, they 
said. 

The Libyan Jamahiriyah broke 
ranks today with other Muslim 
supporters of the Soviet Union 
and said it would attend the con- 
ference. Officials said the Libyan 
ambassador to Bahrain, Mr. 
Ramadan AI Raobi. w-ould arrive 
in Pakistan tomorrow to lead his 
country's delegation io rhe talks. 

Syria, South Yemen and the 
Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation. which along with Libya 
and Algeria originally opposed 


the conference because it coin- 
cided with the latest phase of the 
normalisation of relations bet- 
ween Egypt and Israel, have so far 
given no indication they will be 
present. 

At the request of Iran. ICO Sec- 
retary General Habib Chatty 
agreed last night to postpone the 
opening from today to tomorrow 
so it would not clash with the 
Israeli-Egyptian formalities. Con- 
ference officials hoped the switch 
would lead to the participation of 
the three countries and the PLO. 
Algeria announced its willingness 
to attend yesterday. 

In Tehran. Foreign Minister 


Sadeq Qotbzadeh told the official 
Pars News Agency Iranian par- 
ticipation was vital “since we have 
borders with both the U.S.S.R. 
and Afghanistan and because 
Baluchistan will be seriously 
threatened if the occupation of 
Afghanistan goes on." 

The chief Iranian delegate, Mr. 
Qotbzadeh’s political deputy. 
Kamal Kharazi, told Pars he 
would urge third world countries 
to adopt a common from against 
both super-powers. “The Soviet 
move (into Afghanistan) was a 
direct result of the American func- 
tion in the region," he said.

Afghan rebels agree to unite 

ISLAMABAD. Jan. 26 (R) — Seven Afghan rebel groups based in 
Pakistan have agreed in principle to unite and form a revolutionary 
council under an as yet unnamed leader, insurgent sources said 
today. 

The sources said the council would direct and distribute aid and 
funds which are expected from rebel supporters abroad. A leader is 
expected to be announced next week. Other details of the council's 
activities have yet to be concluded. 

The unity talks began soon after the Soviet Union's intervention 
in Afghanistan last month. The main person responsible for bringing 
the rebel groups together was Maulana Mufti Mahmud, leader of 
Pakistan’s" right-wing religious Jamiat Ulema Islam Party, the 
sources said. 

The groups have agreed to nominate Professor Burhanuddin 
Rabanni as their spokesman. He will address this weekend's con- 
ference of Islamic foreign ministers meeting in Islamabad to discuss 
the Soviet intervention in Afghanistan. 


On the occupied West Bank of 
Jordan, Palestinian Arabs dosed 
their shops in protest against the 
latest phase of separate '-peace- 
making between Egypt and Israel 
— the opening of their border to 
civilian traffic. 

In Gaza 10 local Arabs were 
wounded when a hand grenade 
thrown at a passing Israeli military 
patrol exploded in the town’s main 
square. None of the soldiers was 
hurt in the incident. 

A major security alert was in 
force in both Gaza’ and the West 
Bank today. 

A mass rally at Bir Zeit Uni- 
versity near Ramallah in the West 
Bank did not materialise. Israeli 
troops set up road blocks to keep 
away demonstrators. 

In the Syrian capital. Prime 
Minister Abdul Rauf Al Kasm 
joined an estimated 500,000 peo- 
ple who paraded through the 
streets of Damascus, many of 
them shouting slogans against 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat. 

the Iraq News Agency 
reported from Baghdad that one 
million angry demonstrators 
attended a protest rally, including 
hundreds of Egyptians opposed to 
President Sadat's policy of peace 
with Israel. 

In Beirut, Palestinian com- 
mando leader Sal ah Khalaf (code 
name Abu Iyad) addressed a 
crowd of several thousand pro- 
testers. The demonstrators burnt 
effigies of Mr. Sadat. Israeli Pre- 
mier Menachem Begin and Pres- 
ident Carter. 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organisation had called for a gen- 
eral strike throughout the Arab 
World to protest against the open- 
ing of diplomatic ties between 
Israel and Egypt. 

Shops were closed in mainly 
Muslim West Beirut and several 
other pans of Lebanon. There 
were strikes in Syria and Iraq. 

In Doha, capital of the Gulf 
state of Qatar, several hundred 
Palestinians began a day-long 
sit-in at the PLO office. 

Palestinian speakers branded 
the peace agreements between 
Israel and Egypt as “another con- 
spiracy against the Arab Nation in 
general and the Palestinian people 
in particular." 

A protest march also held 
Aden. South Yemen. 

The United States special pres- 
idential envoy to the autonomy 
talks, Sol Linowitz, is due in Israel 
next week for another round of 
talks. 

The pro-Palestine Liberation 
Organisation “Committees of 
National Guidance" called today 
on West Bank leaders not to take 
part in any way in the autonomy 
negotiations. 

Most Arab states oppose 
Egypt's peace treaty with Israel 
because they regard it as a sepa- 
rate agreement which does not 
adequately take into account the* 
aspirations of the Palestinian peo- 
ple to a homeland. 

In Beirut, Abu lyad, speaking in 
the presence of PLO Chairman 


Yasser Arafat, said: "We proc- 
laim that there will be no peace 
with, or recognition of, Israel... 
the revolution continues." 

He called on Syria and Iraq to 
establish a unified front against 
Israel and shouted “the Pales- 
tinian revolution will continue to 
keep its grasp on the gun and will 
not let it slip." 


In Damascus. Mr. Mohammad 
Zuheir Masharka. assistant sec- 
retary general of the ruling Arab 
'Baath Socialist Party, said at a 
rally: “Syria and the millions of 
Arabs behind it continue their 
firm opposition to the Carter- 
Begin-Sadat alliance and to all the

ABU DHABI, Jan. 26 (R) - 
Thousands of Indian and Pakis- 
tani workers could be deported 
from the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) during the next month 
unless their entry papers and work 
permits are in order, government 
sources said today. They said that 
under new labour regulations 
expatriates had to meet all the 
legal requirements for staying in 
the country or leave by Feb. 21. 

The sources said there were an 
estimated 500,000 Indians and 
Pakistanis in the UAE. double the 
country’s indigenous population. 

The UAE minister of labour 
and social affairs. Mr. Seif Al Jar- 
wan, said earlier this month that 
95 per cent of the problems cre- 
ated for the UAE stemmed from 
foreigners. The crime rate involv- 
ing burglaries has gone up. and the 
main reason for this was unem- 
ployment, he said. 

In order to control the sirua tion, 
he said, employers were instructed ■ 
not to employ personnel who are 
on some other sponsorship, and 
deport foreign labour to the coun- 
try of origin if labour was not 
required by them. 

A foreign employee could not 
take up another employment till 
one year had elapsed from the 
.date he left the country, he said. 

Police have made several 
swoops on markets and business 
centres in Abu Dhabi and Dubai 
to check papers. 

Pakistani embassy sources said 
it was too early to assess the effects 
of the new law. “It could have a 
significant adverse affect on the 
Asian community here," they 
said. 

The Indian consulate in Dubai 
declined to comment on the effect 
of the law on its nationals. But the 
English language weekly news- 
paper Gulf Mirror, published in 
Bahrain, said however that the 


Gulf Indians Welfare Association 
has appealed to Prime Minister 
Mrs. Indira Gandhi tn intervene in 
a situation which will “lead to the 
worst form of exploitation." 

The newspaper quoted a Pakis- 
tani businessman commenting on 
the new l3\v as saying “the 
economy is already depressed, 
and the loss of thousands more 
people will make it even more so. 
Everyone of those poeple must 
live somewhere, eat food, buy 
clothes, use taxis and so on. It is all 
money which will disappear from 
the local economy." 

Assad arrives 
in Riyadh 

RIYADH, Jan. 26 <R) - Syrian 
President Hafez AJ Assad today 
flew into Riyadh airport on a 
one-day trip to discuss regional 
developments with King Khaled 
of Saudi Arabia, officials said. 

Saudi Arabia has taken the lead 
in Arab opposition io Soviet 
inteiyention in Afghanistan and 
President Assad’s trip comes just a 
day before Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter Andrei Gromyko is due in 
Damascus for a three-day visit. 

Saudi Arabia is staunchly anti- 
Soviet and was the first country to 
announce a boycott of rhe Oly- 
mpic Games because of the Krem- 
lin's incursion into Afghanistan 
late last month. 

Syria did not back the Soviet 
intervention, but President Assad 
has said he wants closer ties with 
Moscow, the main source of arms 
for his country. 

While Saudi A rabia gives prior- 
ity to opposing the events in 
Afghanistan, Syria wants protest 
against the Israeli-Egyptian peace 
accords to be given the most 
emphasis. 
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No to double 
standards 


IT IS MEET and fitting that the Islamic world should show 
it has no intention of allowing itself to be used as a pawn in 
the game of the superpowers. 

We cannot but welcome the news that Islamic foreign 
ministers meeting in Islamabad today are expected to 
widen their agenda to include the question of Palestinian 
rights ~ not because we support the Soviet intervention in 
Afghanistan: that intervention is expected to- be con- 
demned by the conference anyway — but to make the point 
that we are not so naive as to accept double standards, ■ 
especially someone else's double standards. 

The United States should not expect the Islamic coun- 
tries to rally to its cause whenever it suits its fancy. If 
aggression deserves to be condemned, then surely it 
deserves to be condemned where it concerns us most, right 
in our midst. 

How often has the United States shielded Israel from 
well merited condemnation from the world body at the 
United Nations? Aggression is aggression: what does it 
matter to us if it is perpetrated by a superpower or some 
other country? We refuse to accept the rules of a super- 
power club, that it is permitted to support invasion but not 
to engage in it oneself. 

Why should the Islamic world, at the instigation of the 
United" Stares, impose sanctions against the Soviet Union 
until such time as it withdraws its troops from Afghanistan 
when the' United States continues to supply arms and 
money to Israel although it adamantly refuses to withdraw 
from the West Bank. Gaza Strip and Golan Heights? 

The United States does not recognise the annexation of 
. Jerusalem, yet it has not lifted a finger to convince Israel it 
must give Arab Jerusalem back. 

The United States says the security' of Israel comes first. 
Why should one not accept, by the "same token, that the 
security of the Soviet Union comes first? That neither is 
threatened is true, but what is to prevent the Soviet Union 
from arguing that its security takes precedence over the 
independence of Afghanistan just as,in American eyes, the 
security of Israel takes precedence over the independence 
of the Palestinians? A sham is a sham, and the only way .to 
deal with it is to end it. At least the Soviet Union has not 
had the affrontry to plead security considerations, as Israel 
has in holding on to occupied Arab tenitoiy. This distorted 
logic is readily accepted by the United States when used by 
Israel. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAT: The sieps now being laken Towards the normalisation of 
relations between Egypt and Israel emphasise the fact that the 
Egyptian regime has given up its promises of support for the Arab 
cause and created a dangerous situation that threatens that cause. 

This situation, with all its dimensions and consequences, is 
bigger than the Arabs can confront with mere emotion. Emotions 
alone — even if they are sincere — are not the effective way to face 
the events. 

The Arabs have transcended, since the Baghdad summit, the 
stage of reaction, and reached that of a drawn-up strategy which 
has taken into consideration what is happening now and what may 
result from the Egyptian-lsraeli treaty. 

Therefore, the only way to confront this situation is to carry on 
with the implementation of the Arab strategy; hastily build up 
indigenous Arab strength; deal with the international events the 
area witnesses with wisdom and insight and emphasise that the 
first priority is the Arab cause at ail levels — and eventually return 
the issue to the U.N. General .Assembly or the Security Council. 

As for the Egyptian people, the day will come when these 
Arab people will have their say and impose their will. 

AL DUSTOUR: It is known that the Arabian Gulf states cannot 
alone detera sweeping Soviet military attack on the area; but thev 
also fear being accused of military cooperation with the U.S. to 
face this probable invasion, because they know the extent of their 
people's indignation at U.S. policy in the Middle East. 

It is strange that this plain fact does not receive due con- 
sideration from the Washington decision makers because they 
continue, with their old naivete and ignorance, to imagine that 
they can buy the Arab people with wheat and dollars. If this docs 
not work, they try diplomatic pressure and implicit threats — and 
if this does not work cither they resort to aimed force; while what 
the Arabs want is very simple. The Arab people want justice — 
justice to Palestine and to the people of Palestine. 

There is no real problem between the Arabs and America, 
except the problem of its support of Israeli aggression, thus defy-, 
ing principles of justice and international laws and regulations. ‘ 

Israel is among the most important sources of the poison that 
has tainted and is still tainting Arab-American relations. When 
the U.S. takes a fair stand towards the Palestinian people, it will 
not then be in need of threatening with its armies and fleets to 
restore the Arabs' lost confidence.

The other four members of the 
delegation, besides Mr. Sasaki, 
are Mr. Munekazu Samcjima of 
the Industrial Bank of Japan. Mr. 
Tetsuo Iida of Japan Tele- 
communications Engineering and 
Consulting. Mr. Yasuo Kawarada 
of JTIF and Mr.Hiroo Fukai of the 
Japan Cooperation Centre for the 
Middle East. The last three organ- 
isations named co-sponsored last 
years' s telecommunications con- 
ference. 

Before coming to Jordan, the 
delegation visited Tunisia. After 
leaving here, they will travel to 
Saudi Arabia, Iraq. Kuwait and 
the United Arab Emirates before 
returning to Japan.

Refugee host countries u: 
UNRWA to improve serv 


AMMAN. Jan. 26 (JNA) - A 
week-long conference of Arab 
states hosting Palestinian refugees 
has issued an urgent call to Arab 
representatives ai the United 
Nations to make contacts with the 
U.N. Secretary General. Dr. Kurt 
Waldheim, with a view to putting 
an end to UNRWA's continuous 
reduction of its services to the 
refugees, the head of Jordan’s 
delegation to the conference. Mr. 
Abdul Rahim Jarrar, said hen: last 
night. 

Speaking upon his return from 
the conference, which was held in 
Tunis, Mr. Jarrar said the dele- 
gates also urged supervisors of 
Palestinian refugee affairs in Arab 
countries to take the matter up 
more seriously with the UNRWA 
Commissioner General. Mr. Olof 
Rydbeck, and urge him to double 
his efforts to cover the inter- 
national agency's deficit. 

The conference also called for 
an early return of UNRWA's 
headquarters from Vienna to its 
field of operations, the Middle 
East. Mr. Jarrar said. 


Mr. Jarrar. who is uder- 
sccretary of the Ministry of 
Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment. said the delegates reviewed 
LiNRWA’s services to the 
refugees and noted with deep con- 
cern” that they arc far below the 
minimum level.

to establish something like a town 
hall for the use of the community 
on various occasions. An example 
wourd be receiving neighbours' 
condolences on the death of a 
member of the family — or more 
festive occasions such as wed- 
dings, where the cost is too much 
of a burden for the poorer mem- 
ben: of society, or space is lacking 
at home. In this way. tribal cus- 
toms could still be observed, but a 
greater equality between rich and 
poor achieved.

At The industrial site a large 
number of angry workers and 
small industry owners came for- 
ward with a number of pro- 
vocative. although somewhat 
exaggerated complaints, ranging 
from cracked walls to the prob- 
lems of sanitary conditions and 
lack of fire-fighting appliances. 

The afternoon's activities were 
rounded up with two visits to two 
youth clubs in the town, the Al 
Arabi club and the Al Hussein 
dub. Both these clubs — not to be 
confused with youth centres run 
directly by the Ministry of Culture 
and Youth — are run by ihe local 
people themselves on a voluntary 

basis. Mud was the chief com- 
plaint of one verbose rep- 
resentative at the Al Hussein club, 
where the party was led through 
the ankle deep mud to view the 


poor conditions of the play- 
ground. As the irate rep- 
resentative remarked to the minis- 
ters. “I want you to go back to 
Amman with mud on your shoes 
so vou do not forget.” 

Summing up the effect of the 
day’s trip, which all ministers 
agreed had been very fruitful. Dr. 
Fawwaz pointed out that for him 
us minister of tourism, the benefits 
were not very substantial; but as a 
representative of the northern 
region it hud been invaluable. 

Mr. Hikmat had been pleased to 
find the clubs better equipped 
than he had expected, although he 
too explained that ihe chief 
benefit had been in establishing 
contact with people personally, in 
explaining to the people basic 
government policy concerning the 
provinces. “Those who live out- 
side big cities always complain 
about feeling neglected."" he 
observed. “This feeling of neglect 


justified in a way — maybe also be 
inherited from the days of the 
Ottoman government and a mys- 
terious feeling of imperialism and 
dominance." 

He added that one of the minis- 
ters' goals had been to project a 
certain theme or issue to the peo- 
ple; and that was. to impress on 
them the need for mutual effort in 
building a better society in Jordan. 
"It is a common gesture in ali 
developing countries for people to 
demand a lot of the government. 
Of course the government has to 
do a lot. but the people also have 
10 work hard 10 help themselves. I 
felt this point was definitely 
appreciated ti*da\ by the people.” 
he concluded. 

All three ministers intend to fol- 
low up today's experience with 
further similar trips to other reg- 
ions in the company of fellow 
ministers, although nut neces- 
sarily the same assortment. 


First Muslim to run for national office in west 

Canadian Parliamentary candidate tours M . E .

AMMAN. Jan. 26— The need has 
never been greater for improved 
understanding between Islam and 
the Western world. Events in 
Palestine, Iran and, most recently, 
Afghanistan, make it almost 
imperative that the two sides get 
to know each other— for the sake 
of the peace of mind of both. 

For this reason, a visiting Cana- 
dian Muslim candidate for par- 
liament. Mr. Iqbal Ben-Tahir. 
says: “If I were to get elected. I 
think it would he a break- 
through." / 

Mr. Ben-Tahir. who is running 
for the downtown Ottawa Centre 
constituency, believes that if he is 
elected it will be a unique oppor- 
tunity to promote improved 
Muslim-Western relations. For. as 
far as he knows, he is the first Mus- 
lim ever to run for office at the 
national level in any Western 
country— and would surely be the 
first ever to hold office. 

Mr. Ben-Tahir was bom in 
I93y in Hyderabad on the Indian 
subcontinent. He was ten years 
old when Hyderabad became a 
province of the new state of India 
and. like much of the Muslim- 
population of India, his family- 
fled. He has lived most of his life m 
Canada, and is now on a tour of 
the Middle East for, as he 
admitted in an interview with the 
Jordan Times yesterday, he can- 
not yet claim to be able" to under- 
stand this part of the world better 
than his opponents, never having 
been here before. 

One Muslim with whom Mr. 
Ben-Tahir would like to promote 
improved relations is Iran's 
Ayatollah Ruhoilah Khomeini 
— after the Canadian election, 
that is. On his current trip, he is 
visiting only what he calls the 
“pro-Western” Arab states. “I 
want 10 be able to go home and tell 
people what is bothering them" 
about the West's policies, he said. 

There are approximately 
100.000 Muslims in Canada: 
about 0.4 per cent of the popu- 
lation. Not too many of these are 
in Mr. Ben-Tahir's district; there 
are. however, a good many ethnic 
Arabs. Most of these, he says are 
Lebanese Christians. In fact, the 
man who has donated space for his 
campaign headquarters is a Chris- 
tian Arab. 


The Canadian Parliamentary 
election day is Feb. 1 8. which gave 
rise to Mr. Ben-Tahir's campaign 
slogan: “18-2-80 vote I. Ben- 
Tahir”— in other words, those 
aged anywhere between 1 8 and SO 
should vote for him. It was, how- 
ever. rather surprising to hear that 
he had not declared his candidacy 
until Jan. 14, being the seventh 
candidate to declare. His most 
immediate reasons for running 
make it clearer why he declared so 
late. 

Besides his concern for 
Muslim-Western relations, he of 
course wants to serve his district, 
in which many members of ethnic 
minorities live. But his primary 
consideration can be traced to his 
work with the Canadian National 
Defence Department, his interest 
in international strategic studies, 
and his studies in information 
theory' at Lehigh University. "I 
was inspired to run for office." he 
says, "by some of my findings in 
information theory- and " the 
Afghanistan situation, which 
caused me many sleepless nights." 

The ••findings" referred to are 
pari of Mr. Ben-Tahir’s studies at

Ben-Tahir sees as having been 
taken by the Soviets over the past 
20 years, while the major cycle is 
that of direct Soviet action, 
namely the taking of Estonia. Lat- 
.via and Lithuania in 1944. the 
suppression of dissent in Hungary 
in 1956. the "Prague Spring" of 
1968. and the Soviet incursion 
into Afghanistan in 1980. 

Thus Mr. Ben-Tahir sees his

Thesis for a Master of Science 
degree. 

The thesis' liile is “’Half-life 
Syndrome' in Cycles of Infor- 
mation”. and Mr. Ben-Tahir gave 
a very interesting explanation --of 
what this means. According to his 
theory, every form of infonnation 
has a half-life, very much like the 
half-lives of radioactive materials. 
The half-life is a measure of the 
rate of decay, and in the case of 
information, it measures the 
length of a certain type of infor- 
mation's active life. 

“The Bible, for instance. ” Mr.. 
Ben-Tahir said, “has a very long 
half-life." while in the case of 
some modern specialised techni- 
cal data, the half-life is only days 
or even minutes. 

It was, however, a different kind 
of information cycle that led to his 
candidacy . In December of last 
year, he says, he came to the real- 
isation that “Soviet strategic doc- 
trine is cyclical.” with a major 
(12-vear) and a minor (5-vear) 
cycle. 

The five-year cycle applies to 
various "proxy "actions" Mr. 


by recent events in this region. He 
says that the next conflict in the 
five-year cycle should come some 
time" in 1982. and expects it to 
happen in the Middle East. He 
would like to be a member of par- 
liament when it happens. "I hope, 
if elected, to do my best both 
academically and politically to 
help bring about stability,” he 
said. He would, if elected, con-* 
tinue to work on his information 
theory degree. 

Mr. Ben-Tahir's preoccupation 
with global strategic conflict is 
perhaps explained by his con- 
viction that the country that would 
really suffer in a nuclear exchange 
between the L>nited States and the 
Soviet Union would be Canada. 
Since both superpowers have very 
sophisticated defence systems, he 
says, most missiles shot from one 
to ihe other would end up failing 
short as they were 
intercepted— and the country they 
would fall on would be Canada. 
"That is why I think 1 should talk 
to Khomeini." he said— because 
the issues with which Iran is con- 
cerned are not worth starting a 
third world war over.

On issues closer to the Muslim 
world. Mr. Ben-Tahir was less 
outspoken. When questioned 
about Jerusalem, he replied that 
the issue of the Holy City's occu- 
pation was a very emotional one. 
whose resolution required 
“insight, time, acceptance and 
understanding." On Palestine, 
however, he declared his support 
of United Nations Resolution 
242. calling for the withdrawal of 
Israel from ail occupied ter- 
ritories. 

One issue which might have 
been thought to have aroused 
strong feelings among Muslim 
Canadians was the proposed 
transfer of the Canadian embassy- 
in Israel to Jerusalem from Tel 
Aviv, which was promised as part 
of Prime Minister Joe Clark's 
campaign platform but never car- 
ried out. Asked what his views 
•were at the time that this move 
was under consideration, Mr. 
Ben-Tahir replied that, being a 
civil servant, he “couldn’t have 
any views” about the transfer. 

“At any rate,” he said, “we 
have changed our position on that 
question, because such a move 
would not be in the interest of a 
negotiated peace” in the Middle 
’East. 

Besides the strategic impor- 
tance of the Middle East in any 
global conflict, Mr. Ben-Tahir 
says that the region is of particular 
interest to Canada because of its 
oil wealth. The Canadian 
economy is not strong enough, he 
says, to absorb continual oil price 
hikes, and he hopes to he able to 
do something about it. On his 
campaign leaflet, the item given 
top priority among international 
issues is: “Promotion of better 
understanding between the West- 
ern World and the Muslim World 
with preferential oil prices for 
Canada.” 

He cited a number of examples 
of advanced Canadian technology 
that he thought Middle Eastern 
leaders might be interested in 
obtaining in return for such pre- 
ferential treatment. 

Mr. Ben-Tahir is leaving Jordan 


Saturday evening, hut before then 
he intends to make contact with 
some Jordanian officials, in line 
with his declared purpose of 
familiarising hintsclf with the Mus- 
lim World. He said he wouiJ like 
to talk to ihe prime minister, the* 
minister of foreign affairs, .md the 
minister of Islamic affairs. Before 
leaving Canada, he sent a cable to 
His Majesty King Hussein, 
requesting an audience. 

Before coming to Jordan, he vis- 
ited Turkey for two days. After 
leaving here, he imends to visit 
Saudi Arabia, the United Arab 
Emirates and Kuwait. In Saudi 
Arabia, he will perform the umra. 
or pilgrimage to the holy 
placcs(not counted as the Hajj 
because it is not as complete and 
not performed during the month 
of pilgrimage). 

Mr. Ben-Tahir is running 
against a number of powerful can- 
didates. including three from the 
major Canadian parties. It is. he 
said very expensive, and he has 
had to "borrow a great deal of 
money to pay for his campaign. 
One big disadvantage he faces is 
that the party candidates get free 
time in the news media for publ- 
icity. while he. running as an inde- 
pendent. has to pay for every- 
thing. He has been able to afford 
no television, radio or newspaper 
advertisements. 

Asked what he thought his 
chances were of winning the elec- 
tion under such circumstances, he 
said: "I think my chances hate 
improved greatly due to recent 
events at the iniemational level. 
The other candidates are looking 
inward" at Canada's domestic 
problems. 

Although Canadian law 
requires that public employees be 
awarded leave without pay in 
order to campaign for office. Mr. 
Ben-Tahir said he had no guaran- 
tee that he would get his job back 
if he loses the election. With that 
and his precarious financial situ- 
ation in mind, one must certainly 
agree with a remark made by one 
of his acquaintances before he left 
Canada: “You've got a lot of 
guts."

Basketball roundup 


NEW YORK. Jan. 26 (AP)--It was a night when the big boys of 
the National Basketball Association got trimmed down to size. 
The three teams with the best records in the league — the 
Philadelphia 76ers, Boston Celtics and Seattle Supersonics — all 
came up losers yesterday, and so did the Kansas City Kings, who 
lead the Midwest Division. The Los Angeles Lakers won their 
II th consecutive victory at home, a 124-103 defeat of the 76ers. 
whose nine-game winning streak came to an end. 

In other games, the Washington Bullets defeated the Celtics 
11 8- 107. The Chicago Bulls defeated the Kings 113-101 in over- 
time, the San Antonio Spurs beat the Supersonics 125-1 16. the 
Phoenix Suns trounced the Milwaukee Backs 1 1 0-96. the New 
York Knics overtook the Golden State Warriors 1 10-105. the 
Indiana Pacers trimmed the San Diego Clippers 139-1 1 1 and the 
Detroit Pistons beat the New Jersey Nets 119-1 16. 

The Lakers picked up a full game on the Sonics in the Pacific 
Division and trail Seattle by 1 Vz games. Swingman Roger Phegley 
came off the bench to score eight points in both the second and 
fourth periods and help Washington and Boston only its fourth 
home loss in 25 games. Elvin Hayes and Bob Dandridge led the 
Bullets with 25 points apiece and Wes Unseld contributed 1 1 . The 
Celtics sliced a 1 6-poinr deficit to 94-92 but Phegley came off the 
bench again and scored two quick baskers. 

Rick Sobers scored eight points in overtime and Dave 
Greenwood added four for Chicago, to help defeat Kansas City 
J 13-101 . The Kings appeared to have won in regulation time 
when Bill Robinzine made two free throws with 26 seconds left for 
a 94-9 1 lead. But Chicago's Reggie Theus hit a three-point basket 
with 10 seconds to go and Sobers put the Bulls in front to stay with 
a 20-foot jump shot midway through the overtime period. George 
Gervin and James Silas teamed up"fbr 21 points in the final period 
as San Antonio won its fourth game in a row 125-1 16 and ended 
Seattle’s eight -game winning "streak. Gervin finished with 39 
points, including eight in the final quarter, and Silas scored 13 of 
his 32 in the last period. Gus Williams led Seattle with 24 points. 
Truck Robinson's 23 points led a balanced Phoenix attack. The 
Suns led by as many as 20 in the first half and took a 64-46 
■halftime lead and the closest the Bucks came after that was 14 
poinrs despite 32 by Marques Johnson and 24 by Sidney Mon- 
creif. 

The Knics, led by rookie Bill Cartwright and Michael Ray 
Richardson, came from 15 points behind in the final period. 
Cartwright scored 31 points, including 10 in the last quarter. 
Richardson scored nine points in the final period, during which 
the Knics outscored the Warriors 31-11, and finished with 24.. 
Billy Knight scored a career-high 44 points and six other Pacers 
finished in double figures. James Edwards had 21 points, 12 of 


them in the first period, and Alex English came off the bench to. 
score 20. Lloyd Free scored 27 points for San Diego, but had only 
nine in the second half, which began with the Clippers holding a 
72-6S edge. 

Rookie Greg Kelser's slam-dunk with 28 seconds remaining 
capped a furious Detroit comeback as the Pistons broke a 12- 
game losing streak on the road. The Nets appeared comfortably 
ahead after scoring nine straight points to take a 1 10-100 lead 
with three minutes remaining. Detroit scored seven straight 
points to cut the margin to 114-113 and, after a long jumper by 
Mike New tin gave the Nets a three-point lead, the Pistons scored 
the games final six points. 

West Indies sedre 303 for eight 

ADELAIDE. Jan. 26 ( R > — West Indian captain Clive Uovd, 
scoring 1 2 1 in L 87 minutes, lifted his side to a respectable 303 for 
eight on the first da\ of the third and final cricket test against 
Australia here today’. Lloyd's magnificent effort gave West Indies 
a solid chance of protecting the i-0 lead they established by 
winning the second test and winning a series in Australia for the 
first time. Fas: bowler Dennis Lillee was the outstanding 
Australian, helping to reduce West Indies to 126 for four shortly 
after lunch and then removing Uoyd and Andy Roberts in the 
day's last over with the second new ball. Lillee finished with four 
for 73 from 22 overs while Geoff Dymock and Ashley Mailett, 
playing in his first test since 1976. shared the other four wickets. 

Japanese boxer to defend title 

TOKYO. Jan. 26 (AP)— World Boxing Association junior fly- 
weight champion Yoke Gushien of Japan and South Korean 
challenger Kim Yong-Yum both predicted a knockout victory in 
their 1 5 -round title bout in Osaka tomorrow. Gushien, 24, said at 
a press conference today he was determined to topple Kin in order 
to tie the world junior flyweight record held by Luos Esraba of 
Venezuela. Esraba. as World Boxing Council junior flyweight, 
scored 11 successive defence matches from Sept. 13. 1975. Kim, 
22. gening his first crack at a world title, said at a separate press 
conference today. *Tm going to beat the champion with a 7th or 
8th round knockout." 

Gushien. who became WBA champion by flooring Tuan 
Guzman of the Dominican Republic in the 7th round on Oct. 10, 
1976. told reporters: “Physically and spiritually I'm in lop con- 
dition. If s going to be a good fight and Tm going to win by a 
knockout." He said there was “no strategy’ or tactics in meeting 
the challenger" but he declined to predict the round he hoped to 
K.O. the South Korean. 

Kim said he is aware Gushien is a tough, speedy fighter, "but 
I'm going all out from the first round. To win as challenger I’ve got 
to knockout the champion.*'

Following violent bank hostages affair 

South Africa gives black 
militants strong warning 


PRETORIA, Jan. 26 (R)~The South African Gov- 
ernment today warned black militants that police 
would again match violence with violence if they 
tried to repeat yesterday’s bank raid that ended with 
a blaze of gunfire in which five people died. 

The uncompromising gov- spokesman for the H.F. Verwoerd 


emment stand was spelled out by 
Police Minister Louis le Grange 
after police, with guns blazing, 
stormed a suburban bank where 
three black gunmen had held staff 
and customers hostages for seven 
hours. 

The gunmen, who had 
demanded the release from life 
imprisonment of veteran black 
nationalist leader Nelson Man- 
dela, were killed in the battle 
along with one woman hostage. 

The death toll from the gun- 
battle rose to five today when a 
woman hostage died in hospital. A 


Hospital said Mrs. Anna de Klerk, 
wife of a Pretoria police captain, 
died from her injuries this morn- 
ing. 

Two of the 14 other hostages 
who were kept in hospital over- 
night were described as in critical 
or serious condition. 

"Let this action of the police be 
a warning and an example to all 
terrorists who have thoughts of 
aggression against innocent peo- 
ple and the state." Mr. le Grange

Tito may be out of 
hospital very soon 


LJUBLJANA, Yugoslavia, Jan. 
26 (R'l — President Tito, recov- 
ering from the amputation of his 
left leg last Sunday, may leave 
hospital in about a week, senior 
officials said today. 

They said the 87-year-old 
Yugoslav leader was expected to 
be moved from the intensive care 
unit in about two days, and might 
well leave the hospital altogether 
after next weekend, possibly for 
its residence nearby. 

Earlier today, his doctors said 
his health was showing a further 
improvement and he was under- 
going a programme of medical 
rehabilitation, involving phy- 
siotherapy and exercises to pre- 
vent atrophy, or weakening of the 
muscles through disuse. 

.The officials said President Tito 
had already asked to be 
transferred from the intensive 
care unit to an apartment in the' 
hospital, the best-equipped dime 
for heart and circulation problems 
in the country. 

“Tito complained there was not 
enough room to receive visitors 
and not enough daylight in the 
unit where he is staying. He has 
asked his doctors to transfer him 
to an apartment in the hospital," 
said one top Communist Party 
official. 

President Tito today received 
State Vice-President Lazar 
Kolishevski and Mr. Stevan 
Doronjski. effectively the current 
deputy party' leader, to discuss 
domestic and foreign policy issues. 

Marshal Tito is president for life 
of both the party and state, but has 
set up collective leadership bodies 
of 24 and nine members respec- 
tively to succeed him if he dies or 
retires. 

Mr. France Popit, a member of 
the party presidency and party 


chief in the northern republic of 
Slovenia of which Ljubljana is the 
capital, today condemned the 
Soviet armed intervention in 
Afghanistan which has deeply 
worried Yugoslavia. 

Yugoslavia, which broke with 
the Soviet bloc in 1948 and went 
on to become a leader of the 
Non-Aligned Movement while 
developing an unorthodox system 
of workers' self-management at 
home, fears that the Russian 
intervention might provide a pre- 
cedent for moves against this 
strategically-placed Balkan coun- 
try. 

In a clear reference to the 
“Brezhnev doctrine" of limited 
sovereignty expounded after the 
invasion of Czechoslovakia in 
1968, Mr. Popit declared: 

“So-called brotherly assistance 
and socialist solidarity or what- 
ever other form of military 
intervention— as we are witnessing 
now in Afghanistan— is harmful 
and anti-socialist and gives new 
strength to imperialism." 

Nobody, he said, had the right 
to impose his own form of social- 
ism on others. 

Quoting Lenin, Mr. Popit 
added: “It is not possible to drive 
anybody to paradise by using 
clubs." 

Armed Forces Chief of Staff 
Branko Mamula said last night 
that some neighbouring countries 
were carrying out large military 
exercises very near Yugoslavia's 
borders without giving the usual 
advance notification. 

Admiral Mamula did not name 
the countries, but he clearly meant 
Hungary and Bulgaria, which are 
members of the Warsaw Pact. 

The admiral was speaking after 
inspecting units in the Belgrade 
military district. 



said in a statement issued in Cape 
Town that "any form of terrorism 
or any act going against the laws of 
the country will have the state to 
contend with." 

When the gunmen first moved 
into the smart modern bank in the 
main street of the white subarb of 
Silverton, there was some doubt 
about whether they were polit- 
ically motivated. 

But Mr. Botha's comments 
indicated that the official view was 
that they were guerrillas, although 
there has been no indication so far 
to tie them to any particular polit- 
ical organisation.

There have been several attacks 
by guerrillas over the past few 
years, but until now they have 
generally killed black policemen 
and attacked police stations in 
black townships. 

Never before have black guer- 
rillas staged a raid on such a white 
bastion as an Afrikaner-owned 
bank, in the suburbs of the capital. 

The drama began soon after 
midday when the three gunmen 
walked calmly into a branch of the 
Afrikaans Volkskas Bank with 
Soviet-made rifles and grenades 
concealed in handbags. 

Some of the customers escaped 
through a back door, but about 25 
customers and staff were forced to 
lie on the floor. 

In the next few hours, the gun- 
men set free four men who carried 
demands for the release of Nelson 
Mandela, who has served almost 
20 years of a life imprisonment on 
Robben Island on charges of plot- 
ting to overthrow the government. 

Police said they refused to enter 
into negotiations and at dusk they 
stormed the building. There was a 
burst of automatic gunfire, fol- 
lowed by a grenade explosion. 

Later, reporters were allowed 
into the bank where they saw the 
bullet-riddled bodies of the gun- 
men strewn on the floor.

France asks India to 
join forces in reducing 
international tensions

NEW DELHI. Jan. 26 
(R)— French President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing has called on 
India to join France in an effort to 
reduce international tensions, par- 
ticularly in Asia. 

Mr. Giscard d’Estaing, who 
arrived yesterday on a five-day 
official visit to India, was speaking 
last night during the first round 
talks with Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi. 

A French spokesman said after 
the 45-minute meeting that there 
appeared to be agreement on 
international affairs. 

In a clear reference to the 
Afghan crisis and previous inter- 
ventions in Asia and elsewhere, 
which he described as unac- 
ceptable. the French president 
said his country's mission was to 
explore ways of reducing inter- 
national tensions. 

Mr. Giscard d'Estaing, the first 
French head of state to visit India, 
said no nation was better placed 
than India to share this mission 
with France. 

President Giscard d' Estaing.

year, said India, as a major Asian

Experimental solar power project 
could lead to energy breakthrough

ALMERIA. Spain. Jan. 26 
(R)— Work has just begun on an 
experimental solar energy com- 
plex in Spain's southern Almeria 
province which experts believe 
could provide a breakthrough in 
reducing the world's dependence 
on oil. 

The S40 million complex, due 
to start operating in two years, is 
funded by nine countries from the 
International Energy Agency, 

The station, which will compare 
two different methods of har- 
nessing the rays of the sun, will 
have a total output of 1,000 
kilowatts— enough to supply a 
small village. 

The site. 35 kilometres from the 
city of Almeria, was chosen 
because of the region’s near- 
desert climate which gives much of 
the province a lunar landscape 
appearance. 

Ironically, the opening cere- 
mony took place against a back- 
drop* of snow-capped hills and 
threatening clouds during the reg- 
ion’s worst winter for more than 
30 years. 

But IEA officials are confident 
that Almeria will prove the ideal 
spot for the experiment because of 


its annual total of around 3,000 
sun-hours— double the average of 
most northern European coun- 
tries. 

The project will comprise two 
adjoining 500-kilowatt plants, 
each covering an area roughly 
equivalent to two soccer pitches.' 

Operating under identical con- 
ditions. the results of what are 
called the solar farm and solar 
tower systems can be exactly com- 
pared and evaluated by the IEA 
scientists. 

If the project proves successful, 
the IEA will go ahead with plans 
to build a station ten times more 
powerful in the United States. 

The solar farm uses rows of. 
curving concentrating mirrors 
which focus the sun's rays on a 
series of pipes containing oil as its 
constantly recycled working fluid. 

The oil, reaching a temperature 
of 295 degrees Centigrade, will 
drive a steam turbine which gen- 
erates the electricity. 

IEA Projects Manager Wilfried 
Grasse said solar experts agreed 
that this system was most suited to 
5 mall agricultural projects as 500 
kilowatts appeared to be its max- 
imum practicable output. 


solar tower system, 
comprising semi-circular rows of 
around 100 flat mirrors pointing 
towards an elevated boiler, could 
easily be used in larger plants. 

The huge mirrors, about four 
times the height of a man, can 
track the sun as it rises and moves 
across the sky, unlike the less 
mobile solar far mirrors. 

Mr. Grasse said the solar tower 
system, which will use super- 
heated liquid sodium to power the 
generator, held the most promise 
for future industrial needs. 

With the rising price of oil, this 
kind of solar system should be 
comparable in cost to most other 
energy sources by the mid- 
1990s," he said. 

The elecrriciiy supplied by the 
Almeria project, which is situated 
near a prototype Spanish Gov- 
ernment solar plant, will be used 
to boost the local grid during its 
expected ten-year life-span. 

The Paris-based IEA, formed in 
1974 after the first leap in oil 
prices, set out to investigate alter- 
native energy sources. It com- 
prises most West European coun- 
tries, the United States, Japan, 
Australia and New Zealand.
